examination under oath of the complainant, and submit a written re- 
port to the selectmen of his findings and recommendations, together 
with the written complaint. Upon receipt of such report and examina- 
tion of the complainant under oath, the selectmen may make such 
order concerning the restraint, muzzling or disposal of such dog as may 
be deemed necessary. The dog officer, after investigation, may issue an 
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to exceed fourteen days to enable the selectmen to issue their order 


following receipt of the report of the dog officer. If the selectn en

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The conservation commission has continued the work of gathe r 
information on the ownership of wetland and land within the flood 
plains of the Charles and Boggastowe Brook. The results of 
work are to be incorporated into an “Open Space Plan” to qua 
the town for federal and state assistance on acquisition of such lands. 
for conservation purposes. In the meantime, members of the com- _ 
mission will welcome the opportunity to talk with owners of such 
land who might be interested in conveying it to the town by gift or at 
modest cost or in granting a conservation easement on the land. The 
conservation fund, to which we are again requesting an appropriation: 
by the town, is the primary means of financing such a program. 4 


We are also working with the planning board on completion of 
the flood plain zoning of the town by an article to be presented at 
a later meeting. This is tremendously important as a stop-gap action, 
but final protection of these valuable wetlands depends on ownership — 
by the town or control through easement.

Through members of the commission, inquiries were made to _

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


This is a report of the discharge of my duties as town counsel 
for the town of Millis for the year 1970. 


The following is a summary of most of the major cases handled 
by my office for the year 1970 together with the current status thereof: 


1.: LAUREL DEVELOPMENT CORP. VS. ZONING BOARD 
OF APPEALS. 


The trial of this case before a master was concluded in early 1970. 
After hearings on the master’s report it was submitted to the superior 
court. The findings of the master were unfavorable to the town of 
Millis but, upon my motion, the superior court revoked the order 
of reference to the master and the case will likely be re-tried during 
the current year. 


2.: WINIKER VS. ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS. 


This case was tried during 1969 and a decree was handed down by 
the Norfolk County Superior Court in 1970. That decree dismissed 
the appeal of the petitioner and was completely favorable to the 
town of Millis. The petitioner has appealed this decision to the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court. 


3.: HARCOVITZ VS. ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS. 


This case is still pending and the petitioner has not brought the mat- 
ter to trial as of the present date. 


4.: CASSIDY VS. ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS. 


This case is also pending and no anticipated trial date can be given 

at this time. 

5.: EDEN DEVELOPERS, INC. VS. ZONING BOARD OF 
APPEALS. 


This is an appeal from the Millis Zoning Board of Appeals denying 
the variance to the petitioner from frontage requirements relative 
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to land on Island Road. Pleadings have been completed but no date 4 
for trial has been set. t 


6... EDEN DEVELOPERS, ING. VS. INHABITANTS OF TOWN 
OF MILLIS. 


This is a complaint by the petitioner against the town of Millis, ae 
leging that the town damaged the petitioner’s property on Island 
Road by the removal of sand and gravel. The matter was trans- 
ferred from the superior court to the District Court of Western Nor- 
folk, and is presently pending before that court. 


7.: DENNETT VS. ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS. 


This is an appeal by petitioner from the denial of a variance by the 
Millis Zoning Board of Appeals. Pleadings have been completed 
but no date has been set for trial. 


8.: PETTIS VS. TOWN OF MILLIS. 


This is a petition for the land court contesting the validity of a con- 
veyance by the treasurer of the town of Millis of land taken for tax 
title. The case has been tried but no decision has been rendered to- 
date. 


9:: CERULLE VS. TOWN OF MIILIS: 


This is a substantial tort case in the Norfolk Superior Court arising — 
out of a fatal accident following a bank robbery on July 2, 1969. 
Pleadings have been completed and the case has not yet been assigned 
for trial. 


There are several small contract and tort cases by or against the 
town of Millis that have been handled by this office. Most have been 
settled and a few are pending. 


The matter of a zoning violation on Pleasant Street, was before the 
Wrentham District Court on several occasions. The violation has now 
been remedied. 


As a result of several appearances in the Wrentham District Court 
@ warrant was issued to remedy a health violation in the town and 
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y » . 


“the matter is in the process of being corrected pursuant to the 
authority of that warrant. 


This office also handled the acceptance of Rosenfeld Road and 

~ secured and filed releases from owners of all properties abutting on 

that road. During the year 1970, I have given legal advice to almost 
every board and committee established by the General Laws or by- 
Jaws of the town of Millis. 


It has been a privilege to work with the board of selectmen as counsel 
protecting the interests of the inhabitants of the town of Millis.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The year 1970 was a busy one for your highway department, In 


addition to its regular duties and routine work, several other projects 
were completed. These include: 


he) 


Rosenfeld Road was accepted as a town way at the regular town 
meeting held in March of 1970. Several holes in the street 
were patched and a coat of liquid asphalt with a sand cover 
was applied. 


On Village Street, the sidewalk between Plain and Spring 
Streets was completed, and 700 feet of new sidewalk from 
Plain Street to Norfolk Road was excavated and graveled 
ready for completion in the spring. 


Under a special bond issue two intersections are being re-con- 
structed and will be completed in the spring to make them 
safer for the motoring public. One is the intersection at Union 
and Main Streets; the other is at Norfolk Road and Village 
Street. 


The highway department, under the state traffic safety pro- 
gram, installed traffic lights at the intersection of Route 109 
and Route 115. 


The highway department also installed flashing warning lights 
on Orchard Street at the approach to the bridge between Wal- 
nut and Ridge Streets, as authorized by the annual town meet- 
ing. 

A new bridge on Dover Road between Millis and Medfield 
has been completed by Suburban Excavators of Wakefield un- 
der the supervision of the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Works, 
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New Equipment 


A new 4 cubic yard Wayne power sweeper was purchased in A 
and has been well used. 


A new 1700 Model International 3-5 yard dump truck was di 


livered to the Highway Department in October to replace a 19 6 


International. The new truck was desperately needed. 


The big, new FWD has not been delivered yet due to a strike at 
the place of manufacture, but delivery should be sometime 
January or early February, 1971. 


A used John Deere bucket loader, delivered in May, for use at the 


town dump, has been of much use not only there but by 
other town departments whenever and wherever needed. 


Chapter 81 funds were used for the maintenance of all town accepted 
streets. Liquid asphalt, with a mixture of sand and stone cover, totals 


ing approximately 19,000 gallons was applied to the following: 


Orchard Street, Grove Street, Oakview Avenue, Ridge Street, 
Curve Street, Pleasan. Strect, Bridge Street, Union Street, Middle- : 


sex Street, Rosenfeld Road, and Hammond Lane. 


Five hundred feet of 12” concrete drainage pipe was installed with 
four catch basins and two manholes to correct a very serious drainage — 


problem on Baltimore Street. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance funds were used to seal cracks on Main © 
Street with a new process called slurry seal; then one inch of hot top — 
was applied to give a new wearing surface from Spring Street to — 


Plain Street. 


Chapter 90 Construction funds and special bond issue funds were — 
used to complete the third section of Dover Road including the new 


cut-off to Main Street. Drainage has been installed and the entire 
roadway from Main Street to Island Road has been resurfaced with 
one and one half inches of hot top. 


Snow funds were used on eleven plowable snow storms which de- 
posited 54” of snow, of which 33” fell in December, thus setting a 
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» record for the month. There were also 12 light snow storms 
d 4 freezing rain storms which required the use of 895 tons of salt 
nd 2,592 tons of sand to control them.

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REPORT OF THE INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


During the latter months of 1969 and the early part of 1970, ot 
commission spent much time investigating the potential advantages of | 
and the mechanics of industrial development financing authorities 
throughout the state. In connection with this study, contacts were 
made with towns which have already established such authorities, 
and with the Massachusetts Department of Commerce and Develop-_ 
ment, which provides state-wide control, coordination and review of” 
the establishment and activities of such local authorities, under the © 
provisions of the 1967 act of the Massachusetts Legislature. 


The directors of such an authority, town residents, serve without 
compensation and the authority has no power to make any com- 
mitments which would result in any current or future tax liability 
to the town in which it is established. The existence of an authority ~ 
does, however, permit more advantageous borrowing on the part of 
suitable Spabin ie new or already established, after approval by the 
authority and by other town officials, as well as by the Mass. Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Industry. This borrowing is from private 
parties and the administration of all details of the borrowing and of 
funds borrowed and the interest and capital repayments on these funds 
is in the hands of suitable private financial institutions. 


In other words, the existence of an industrial development fi- 
nancing authority is solely to make it more easy for the town to at- 
tract suitably attractive new industry or to facilitate desirable growth 
of existing industry. The recommendations of the industrial develop- 
ment commission that such an authority be established in Millis were 
embodied in an article of the town meeting of March, 1970, and this 
article was approved by the town. 


The continued uncertainty connected with the timing and loca- 
tion of the proposed new Route 209 has curtailed activity on the 
proposed brochure planned for release to interested industrial firms. 
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Further meetings have been held jointly with the Millis Plan- 
ning Board to discuss possible rezoning for industrial advantages. 


Roadside signs extending welcome to industry have been made 
and will be erected at the town line on 109 early in 1971.

“of selectmen. We hope, by appropriation at the 1971 annual town 
Meeting, to be able to implement several of their recommendations 
through the new department of public works. 


We have also worked closely with the dump investigating com- 
mittee appointed by Moderator Philip Gavin. Because of the em- 
phasis and widespread concern of ecological problems, state require- 
ments have been tightened and certain regulations will have to be 
met regarding waste disposal. Articles in the 1971 town meeting 
warrant reflect steps to meet state standards and call for acquisition 
of land on each side of the present disposal area, purchase of a large 
shoveldozer and an appropriation for engineering for a future dump 
site. We are extremely pleased with the diligence of the committee, 
particularly that of Chairman E. Peter Bosse, and the move to imple- 


ment their recommendations is contingent upon town meeting action 
in 1971. 


As authonzed by the 1970 town meeting and legislation by the 
General Court. the selectmen auctioned a small parcel of land on 
Union Street adjacent to the railroad.

Beginning the school year 1970-1971, new courses were added 
and some were revised. Among them are: the offering of French in 
the seventh and eighth grades; a revision of the social studies pro- 
gram in grades, ten, eleven and twelve; a new physics course in the 
science department; an engine repair course in industrial arts; the 
addition of shop math and business math in the math department; 
the use of the Key Punch machine in the business department; science 
pilot programs in grades seven and eight: the study of the American 


Students desire meaningful courses and subjects. Their attitudes 
reflect a desire for change that is relevant. Although we must not 
change for the sake of change alone, citizens must accept the fact 
that a new era is upon us. Many positive programs are being piloted 
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A rotating schedule was initiated this year. Although not ney 4 
in concept, such a program provides change in the stereotyped ed- 
uling that was in effect in the past. In addition to the elimination of 
monotony through the rotation of classes, it has provided staff me 
bers the oppertunity to devote an amount of time each week towa 1 
the development of the curriculum in its preparation for revision 
and change. . 

Among the curriculum proposals are: initiation of electives in 
English and the introduction of half year courses; the addition of 
courses in Nutrition and Child Care for girls interested in Nursing; 
the need for developing faculty teamwork in the junior high school 
reading program; the introduction of Algebra on the eighth grade 
level, and the offering of Algebra II prior to Geometry; the instituting” 
of an intensive program in art providing in-depth technical art train- 
ing; the continuing revision of the social studies curriculum through _ 
the inquiry method approach in grades seven, eight and nine; the 
updating of the presentation of the material and the structures of 
foreign languages, particularly French; the development of a music 
curriculum to meet the interest and needs of the students; the de- 
velopment of a drug program in the curriculum; the revision of some 
phases of the business program to provide continuity to courses; the 
development of laboratory and investigative programs in junior high 
school science classes; the provision of instructional materials for stu- 
dents of varying levels of ability in all grade levels: and the develop- 
ment in industrial arts of a line production program for students in _ 
grades eight and nine, by producing marketable products on a pro- 
duction basis. 


The approval of the “Open Campus” concept for secondary 
schools has acknowledged new opportunities and programs for stu- 
dents and staff members. The plan basically permits a high school to 
design college-type scheduling of classes and allows students to at- 
tend casual or quite study halls, audit courses, work on independent — 
study, participate in a tutorial program, or, with parental permis- 
sion, leave the school grounds. The “Open Campus” plan is present- 
ly under study, and recommendations will be made to implement a 
modified program to meet our own High School situation. 
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Although many changes are taking effect, students still enjoy 
extracurricular activities of school life. Among the more popular 
ties are athletics, social functions, and the co-educational in- 


ural program conducted in March by the Physical Education 
tment. 


4 Your attention is called to the importance of new instructional 

"approaches. They cannot be realized without budgetary appropria- 

_ tions. The support of the School Committee has been most gratifying 
and encouraging. Staff members have been enthusiastic about the 
approaching school year because of the instructional materials that 
have been granted.

It is with great pleasure that I submit my first Annual Report |

as Elementary Supervising Principal of the Millis Public Schools. & 


My interpretation of an effective educational program is that _ 


opportunity must be given to the individual for continuous progress — 
in a sensitive, humane learning environment. This implies a pro- 
gram of individualized learning and instruction as well as interaction — 
within a group. Together these provide the pupils with the opportun- 
ity to develop intellectually, socially and emotionally. 


Grades 1 and 2 are operating under the same concept as pre- 
vious years except a more individualized approach is being attempted 
in developing reading skills. 


There are, also, areas of what might be considered new but not 
innovative practices. Here we are trying to meet the needs of a small — 
group or class, to try a step at a time to fit into our own philosophy 
what appears to be an improvement from some of the educational 
experiments going on around us. One of these areas is where two 
teachers co-operatively work with the same reading group. Taking 
them at different times they are able to share knowledge of the pupils 
common problems and methods of gaining successes. Another new 
approach being tried by several first grade teachers, although not new 


to the system, is in the area of individualized instruction. Children 
can at times work with

groups or on their own with the many types — 
and kinds of supplementary materials available. 


Equally important to the development of the students are the _ 


academically correlated projects and affairs that they were able to 
take part in during the year,

With the flexible unit it is possible for one teacher to teach all 
pjects and have up to 90 youngsters daily to whom she is responsible. 
e third and fourth grade staff is presently working on several ap- 
oaches that may result in teachers working in teams of two, each 
team having 60 youngsters. In this way the teachers could work a 
" semi-departmentalized approach. 


7 
Departmentalization is still characteristic of Grades 5 and 6 with 
_ Grade 5 working in 80 minute blocks in Language Arts and Social 
' Studies. The total program is a gradual progression from the self 
_ contained concept of Grade 1 to the completely departmentalized 
structure of Grade 7. 


Although a graded structure exists basically, there is increased 
emphasis on planning and coordination between and among the grade 
levels. This interaction is the result of our In-Service Meetings which 
were introduced early in October. The meetings are held on alternate 
Thursday afternoons during the school year from 12:45 - 3:15 p.m. 
The purpose of these work sessions are to familiarize the teachers 
_ with new and different concepts that are directly concerned with the

_ improvement of instruction. 


The Electronic Language Laboratory continues to be a key in- 
structional tool in the Language Arts program. Lessons suited to the 
learning level of each pupil are being used to supplement the first 
hand teacher-pupil interaction. 


The Library Program continues to be in effect on a limited basis. 
The School Librarian services the Memorial School and the Memorial 
Annex on a daily basis. Other arrangements have been made to 
bring the Millis Public Library to the elementary schools by way of 
Book Baskets. 


During the month of September the Lunchroom Aide program 
went into effect. After a week of orientation the aides took over the 
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supervisory duties of the lunchroom and have proven to be very 
fective in their new roles. The elementary staff expresses their a’ 
preciation to all those who have made this program possible. 


In closing, I wish to express my sincerest thanks to the School 
Committee, Dr. Roy, my assistant principals, the staff members, and 
to the parents and pupils who have made my beginning in Millis — 
a very pleasant experience.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT > 
Jacob J. Zalvan, M.D., Director 


As usual, this year we examined all the students in grades III, 
VI, IX, and XII; most of the incoming kindergarten class except 
those examined by their own family physicians; and the students in 
the Special Class. We also examined all students in grades VII 
through XIT who wished to participate in competitive sports, boys 
and girls. With the repeated turnover of para-scholastic employees— 
cafeteria workers, bus drivers, maintenance — we were called upon 
to give physical examinations to these applicants. 


For our regular routine physical examinations we checked almost 
700 students. Of these, about 40% had no defects. Of those that 
had defects, we found approximately 


50% were orthopedic and postural. 

15% were enlarged or diseased tonsils. 

10% were nutritional (overweight or underweight) . 
3% had dental defects. 

3% had cardiac abnormalities (both congenital and fune- 
tional). 
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We are pleased to report that all serious abnormalities have been 
referred for consultation and specialized treatment. We are still hope- 
ful that the nutritional and postural defects can be remedied by proper 
physical education instruction. 


a We were fortunate in not having any serious football injuries 
and our boys surprised the League with their good record. At this 
time, we would like to report that misunderstandings about insurance 
_ for athletes were cleared up; though the type of insurance offered is 
_ “adequate and the best available”, it does not give full or complete 
_ coverage as was previously thought to be the case, and parents are 
_ being so advised from now on. This is a separate insurance from that 

_ offered to the entire student body: this latter is excellent and we ad- 
vocate it whole-heartedly. 


There were no contagious epidemics. The Board of Health again 
sponsored flu immunization clinics for the school personnel and Town 
employees: also offered bythe Board were free clinics for immuniza- 
tion against Diphtheria, Tetanus, Whooping Cough, Measles, Ger- 
man Measles, Poliomyelitis and Mumps. Tine tests for detection of 
tuberculosis were administered to some classes. 


This report enumerates the many health services performed by 
the Medical Department. This work could not have been done with- 
out the assistance and cooperation of our nursing staff, the Board of 
Health, the School Department and the parents. 


We offer our sincere thanks to all of them.
